ELLA YOUNG—ASSEMBLY SPEAKER 

Miss Ella Young, a native of Dublin, Ireland, is lecturer in Irish literature for 
the present academic year. Her first lectures are scheduled for October 22 and 
October 29. This distinguished Irishwoman is an authority on the literature and 
drama of her country and is, herself, a poetess of recognized ability. Among the 
writings of Miss Young are "Celtic Wonder Tales,” "The Wondersmith and His 
Son,” and "The Tangled Coated Horse.” 

THE TEMPLE OF HEAVEN 

Dr. Anna Cox Brin ton, professor of archaeology, will speak on The Temple 
of Heaven, Its History and Significance, as the third of a series of six lectures 
on Oriental Art scheduled for Sunday afternoons throughout the winter months. 
The Temple of Heaven and its ritual gives evidence of the ancient Chinese 
reverence for the cosmic forces which in their equilibrium produce our scheme 
of things. Something of the history of the circular temples of lustrous blue tile 
and the snow white altar with its tier upon tier of sculptured balustrade will be 
told by Dr. Brinton, together with a summary of accounts of the ritual as 
described by travelers. Stereopticon slides will be used to illustrate the address. 

WILLEM DEHE 

Willem Dehe, ’cellist of the Parlow Quartet, and member of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Symphony Orchestra, will present a program for students and friends of 
Mills College Wednesday evening, October 22. Mr. Dehe is a graduate of the 
Amsterdam Conservatory and a pupil of T. Mossel and Julius Klegel. He was 
’cellist in the String Quartet of Princess Sviatopolk-Czetwertinska as well as in 
the Berlin Royal Opera, first ’cellist in Riga and Kiev of the Schneevoight 
Orchestra, soloist of the famous Russian Ballet in Moscow, and first ’cellist of 
the Koussevitsky Orchestra, the most famous organization in Russia at that time. 
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MILLS COLLEGE AND THE PEOPLE’S ASSEMBLY 
In cooperation with the People’s Assembly of the Western Women’s Club of 
San Francisco, members of the Mills College faculty will present series of lectures 
in fields of contemporary interest. Lectures by Dr. Aurelia Henry Reinhardt, 
president of the college. Dr. Lucy Lockwood Hazard, associate professor of 
English, and Dr. Anna Cox Brinton, professor of archaeology, have been sched¬ 
uled by the San Francisco organization. Under the general heading of Woman’s 
Place and Contribution to Civilization, Dr. Reinhardt will speak on Women in 
the Orient on October 27, and on Modern Women on November 3. Dr. Hazard 
has chosen World Thinkers of Our Times as the general heading of a series of 
six lectures which will begin November 10. Thomas Huxley, Nietzche, William 
James, Santayana, Freud, and Watson will be discussed. Dates will be announced 
later for the group of lectures on Oriental Art to be given by Dr. Brinton.

Dr. Stephen P. Duggan, Director of the Institute of International Education, 
is delivering over a nation-wide network of the Columbia Broadcasting System, 
twelve fifteen-minute addresses on the general topic, Our Changing World, on 
successive Thursdays at three o’clock Pacific time. The next lecture is scheduled 
for October 23. A radio connection in the Chamber Music Hall of the Music 
Building has been arranged in order that students and friends of the college may 
hear Dr. Duggan each Thursday.
